. "The failure to hold. Charlestown must not be 
‘construed into a failure to work an advance. Our 
pickets have been extended to some distance beyond 
Halltown, which place is now heid by our. infantry 
forces, It was the original intention to hold Charies- 
own, and move our forces forward from. here and 
across the river to the support of those advancing. 
Owing, however, to fears of a counter movement by 
he enemy, our troops were drawn back—and not, as 
others have written, simply because the object of the 


‘| expedition was accomplished, and there was no ne. 


Cessity of our forces remaining longer. The baggage 
and commissary trains which accompanied the expe- 
dition prove the fallacy of such a theory. No such 
accompaniments are taken. on a simple. reconnois- 
sance. The loyal North then can rest assured that 
an advance, in every sense of the word, was intend- 
ed, and that the counter movement of ihe enemy 
was. that prevented its full accomplishment, it 
would not be proper for me to state at this time ; the 
tuture will reveal it. 

Capt. J. F. Put, of the First Minnesota Regiment, 
“the popular Provost Marshal of this place, was un- 
doubtedly captured while returning alone from 
Charlestown Thursday evening. I saw him at that 
place about 5 o’clock P.M. He had made an agree- 
ment with a brother officerto return to the ferry 
about 7 o’clock. : Failing to appear, however, Capt- 
Psu started back alone, and was doubtless seized by 
some stray cavalry men in our rear, as nothing has 
been heard from him since. He was a very brave of- 
ficer, and was never taken without a desperate fight, 
unless the odds were greatly against him. 

An important reconnoissance party started out from 
here very early this morning, consisting of six compa- 
nies of the Sixth New-York Cavalry, one baitery of 
six heavy guns properly supported by infaiitry. Gen.
